The Sea Breeze. 

Residents of the narrow strip: 
lying within a few miles of the) 
Atlantic ocean or the Great Lakes | 
regard the lake or sea breeze, or 
east wind, as it is often ealled in 
the north Atlantic cities, as one 
of their blessings. Fach quiet hot 
summer day, as the heat grows in- 
tense, a cool wind springs up, com- 
ing from over the water and, when 
the ocean, scented with the odor 
of the seashore. It is wonderfully 
refreshing, especially to residents 
of cities. The hotter the day the’ 
stronger is the sea breeze, for its) 
cause is the contrast between land 
and water temperatures. 

On such a day the hot sun heats 
the earth and this in turn heats} 
the air. The heated air expands, | 
and some of it spills over above! 
the denser air over the water, low- 
ering the pressure over the land 
and raising it over the water. In 
consequence of the difference in 
pressure so created, the flow of 
cool air from the sea starts in, first 
at surface level and gradually ex- 
tending to greater heights as the 
heated air over the land continues 
to flow out to sea, aloft. 

The influence of this phenome- 
non extends comparatively few 
miles inland, as a rule. As in 
quiet weather the intensity of the 
breeze depends upon the degree of 
contrast between land and ocean 
temperatures, quite naturally fresb- 
er breezes blow from the cold 
water off the New England coast.

the shores of the southern states.

In the course of his narrative, 
“How I Won the Battle with Tuber- 
culosis in My Own Home,” as origi- 
nally published in the Journal of the 
Outdoor Life for June, 1921, and sub- 
sequently issued without many 
changes by the Tuberculosis Society 
of Detroit and Wayne county, 316 
Jefferson Ave., Detroit, Mich., as 


a pamphlet free to residents of Wayne 
county, five cents a copy to other 


persons, J. E. Stocker, tells many 
of the secrets, or more accurately 
speaking, the truths upon which a 


successful fight against this most 
common of all serious diseases may 
be waged anywhere. 

I have already quoted several of 
these truths which are available to 
readers of Mr. Stocker’s story. One 
was to the effect that recovery’ is 
best assured by having the regular at- 
tendance and guidance in all things 
of a good doctor—medicine or no 
medicine. ‘Coo many who lose the 
battle with tuberculosis through their 
own unawareness, “let doctors and 
medicines alone,” 

Another truth which Mr. Stocker’s 
experience teaches is that rest is the 
most powerful ally the tuberculosis 
patient has. Although the patient in 
this instance learned the importance 
of rest before it was too late, I fear 
the ordinary tuberculosis patient is 
more difficult to teach—he knows so 
many things “which ain't so.” 

It seems almost as difficult to 
make a tuberculosis patient under- 
stand and avail himself of the great 
nid of rest in his battle as it is to 
impart to the layman the rudiments 
of. sanitary or surgical asepsis. 

Here is another great truth which 
Mr. Stocker’s story and experience 
bring out: 

“The knowledge _ that winter 
weather was not injurious to a tuber- 
culosis patient has resulted in my 
losing all fear of the changing 
weather conditions, and so-called ‘bad 
weather’ no longer makes me _ feel 
gloomy or depressed. I go out in all 
sorts of weather (remember, the dis- 
ease is now arrested) except’ in 
heavy storms or rains, but I see to 
it that [ am dressed properly, wear- 
ing rubbers or raineoat as the occa- 
sion may require. I believe that the 
fact that I had lost all fear of the 
weather changes. aided my recovery 
as much as any one other thing, ex- 
cept the prolonged rest in bed.” 

Weather-phobia, which is a_ kind 
of twentieth century modification of 
the nineteenth century  night-air 
| bogy, is a powerful predisposing or 
contributing factor of many or all of 
the respiratory infections, including 
It is painful to ac- 
knoevledge that some of our public 
health guardians are still doing their 
darnedest to prop up this bogy and 
keep the laity frightened by it. Let 
a spell of what mollyeoddles desig- 
nate “inclement” weather happen 
round and the ordinary city health 
officer tosses away his _ statistical 
data, scientifi¢ facts and plain sense. 
and gives out a “statement” warning 
the laity to be careful to avoid ex- 
posure to the weather.

Markham Sees P rosperity Ahead 


For Railroads and Business 


C. H. Markham, president Illinois |} impossible, we will be able to meet ail 


Central railroad, and chairman of 
of Georgia railway, owned by the II- 
linois Central, passed through At- 
lanta yestefday on a tour over the 
Central. He was joined here by 
President Winburn, of the Central 
system, leaving yesterday afternoon 
for Columbus and Macon and going 


from there.to the directors’ meeting 
of the Central at Savannah on Wed- 
nesday. 

Speaking of the business outlook in 
the south, and of the railroad situa- 
tion generally, Mr. Markham said: 

Public Sentiment Favorable. 

“T am an optimist and believe that 
if the public will be reasonably 
patient in its demands for service the 
railroads will be able to furnish suf- 
ficient transportation to meet all re- 
quirements. 

“While there is a shortage of labor 
in some departments it is not serious 
enough to affect the movement of 
traffic. 

“In all my experience I have never 
known a time when public sentiment 
was so favorable to the railroads. 
While the western farmer is not yet 
receiving prices for farm products 
proportionate to the increase; he has 
to pay for the things he buys, sub- 
stantial advances over prices received 
for grain, cattle and hogs during the 
depression of 1920-1921 and the first 
half of 1922 are being realized. 

“In the meantime the railroads have 
adopted the policy of taking the pub- 
lie into their confidence and are mak- 
ing free use of the advertising columns 
of the newspapers in presenting facts 
to the people. It is largely because of 
this change in railroad policy that no 
legislatures in any of the states serv- 
e] by the Illinois Central system have 
this year passed a law adverse to the 
railroads. 

“As an aftermath of the 1920 slump 
in business and decline in prices the 
country at Jarge, forgetting that the 
railroad business was suffering the 
same as all other businesses, including 
acriculture, was inclined to hold rail- 
ruad rates responsible for all of their 
troubles. I am glad to be able to say, 
however, that this condition no longer 
exists. For the first time in the his- 
tory of the country the people under- 
stand that without adequate transpor- 
tation no business can prosper, and 
from all sections comes an insistent 
demand that money invested in pro-

Big Operators ‘Reported |i 
Short of July Cotton 


_BY THEO. H. PRICE, 
Editor, Commerce and Finance. 
New York, June 11.—*“June cotton,” 

by which is meant contracts for June 
delivery, is rarely dealt in on the 
New York cotton exchange, and the 
trade was startled last Wednesday 
when & prominent broker commenced 
bidding for that eption. To get 4,500 
bales, he paid 281-2 cents, which 
was 145 pojnts over the nominal quo- 
tation at the close on Tuesday. The 
transaction proved to be the spark 
which ignited the bull magazine and 
blew the laboriously constructed for- 
tifications of the bears into smith- 
| erreens. It is understood that the June 
cotton brought was wanted for export, 
and that the buyers were literally 
driven into the contract market be- 
cause even at 281-2 cents it was 
cheaper than any place in the south. 
at which a substantial quantity of 
cotton was to be had. 

Such a demonstrandum ad hominem 
of the strength of the statistical situa- 
tion has, of course, made a very def- 
nite impression upon the minds of 
those who deal in actual cotton, and 
has practically put an end to short 
selling of the summer positions for the 
balance of this season. Therefore. it 
is not to be expected that we shall 
have a repetition of the fainting spell 
that followed the last government re- 
port until the new crop is available 
and those who sell what they do now 
own can protect themselves by buying 
the actual cotton somewhere. Just at 
present this is impossible, for it is 
doubtful whether even 10,000 bales 
of cotton could be obtained anywhere 


in the world at the parity of less than 
30 to 31 cents in New York.

Situation Interesting. 
Just now the situation is especially 
interesting because some of these rich 


 smateditedia’ operators are believed to 
heavily short of the July contracts 
which have been bought and will 
taken up by certain concerns whose 
business it is to supply spinners with 
the cotton required to keep their mills 
running.« There is n@ corner in con- 
templation. It is simply that New 
York bas become the cheapest cotton 
market in the world, and that the 78,- 


(000 bales of certificated cotton held 


here is almost certain to be shipped to 
spinners before any substantial por- 
tion of the new crop can be even 
picked. In the past it has happened 
that the New England and Carolina 
spinners have shipped some of their 
reserve stocks here when the summer 
positions rose to an abnormally high 
level, but even the New Orleans mar- 
ket is now 20 points above New York 
and, with the export demand improv- 
ing under the stimulus of the Aus- 
trian loan, it seems unlikely that the 
American spinners will be willing to 
part with any portion of their careful- 
ly selected holdings at less than the 
equivalent of 31 cents at their mills, 
which means at least 32 cents tor 
New York. contracts. 

As to the next crop, all that ean be 
said is that it is not as yet beyond 
the hypothetical stage. Southern ad- 
vices are not optimistic. In the At- 
lantie states the season is a Iate one. 
The governor of South Carelina hes 
requested that Sunday, the 10th of 
June, shouid be observed by the peo- 
ple of the state as a dav of fasting and 
prayer for delivery from the boll 
weevil. His action has revived the 
memory of the much exploited but re- 
cently forgotten pest upon whose rav- 
ages so much stress was laid a few 
short months ago. It is therefore quite 
probable that we shall soon hear more 
of his depredations. 

Meanwhile our gold reserves con- 
tinue to increase, trade is good. bank 
clearings, railroad earnings and ecar- 
loadings are larger than ever before, 
the economic condition of Europe is 
improving and unless som? fictitious 
repression of our expansion is at- 
tempted by the deflationists, it seems 
altogether probable that westall have 
a summer during which the need of 
an abundant crop will be emphasized 
and the threat of an inadequate pro- 
duction will carry prices to heights 


which now seem phantasmal. 

Cotton Seed Oil—Toward the end of 
the week the local market for cotton 
seed oil developed some weakness as a 
result of the decline in new crop cot- 
ton and the bearish news going the 


rounds of the lard market. The spec- 
ulative interest in cotton oil] is, now- 
ever, a very small] one, and the trade 
demand seems sufficient to ahsort the 
offerings that are made on a parity 
with lard, the price of which, as hith- 
erto, continues to be the controlling 
market influence.

Marked Deterioration 
In Georgia Wheat 
_ And Oats Is Reported 


There has been a marked deteriora-. 
tion in the condition of wheat and 
oats in Georgia during the past 
month, according to the monthly re- 
port released today by the Georgia 
Co-operative Reporting service. Heavy 
and continuous rains have caused 
considerable lodging of both wheat 
and oats and prevented proper pol- 
lination, the report continues. 

The condition of wheat, 76 per 
cent of normal, is better than last 
year, but much lower than the ten- 
vear average and below last month's 
figure. ‘The oat erop in the south- 
ern part of the state is especially 
bad, where an appreciable proportion 
. 9% 23 % |} of the crop lodged, making it diffi- 
;, cult to cut and thereby reducing the 
total production. Rye, while show- 
ing some deterioration since last 
month, is about the same as last 
year, 

The season has been very similar 
to that of last year, in that crops, 
such as sweet potatoes, clovers, 
grasses and pastures, that are able 
to utilize the great amount of excess 
moisture, have made good growth, the 
condition figure for these crops be- 
ing well above the average and only 
slightly under last year. 

Sugar cane, which ordinarily 
able to make good growth with 
excess of moisture in the soil, bas 
a reported condition slightly below 
usual, but improving. 

The late, small corn on the heavier 
soils is badly off color and in need 
of cultivation, which has been made 
impossible by rains throughout most 
of the section. Much corn remains 
to be planted in the northern half - 
of the state and unless the farmers 
there have suitable weather soon, a 
shortage in that section fully equal 
to that of last year will likely ensue. 
Prospects are brighter, however, on 
the lighter soils of the southern part 
of the state. 

The condition of the apple crop is 
reported as under that of last year 
and under the ten-year average, the 
prospect being lower than at first 
anticipated, due to unfavorable condi- 
tions at blossoming time. 

The condition of the agricultural 
peach crop, as distinguished from the 
commercial crop alone, is about the 
same as last year. The fruit is of 
good size and the quality has~ not 
been seriously damaged by rains yet. 
The commercial crop of Hileys anid 
Georgia Belles will be less than last 
vear, being hardest hit by the freeze 
in March, but there will be an unu- 
sually good crop of Elbertas, the 
main crop. 

Watermelons and cantaloupes have 
also suffered from rains and there is 
considerable complaint of antbrac- 
nose in the cantaloupe section.
